OF  THE 

BABIES'  WARDS, 

Post  Graduate  Hospital, 

303  East  20th  Street,  New  York. 

Scarcely  more  than  fifteen  years  ago  if  the  question 
had  been  asked,  "What  is  the  most  interesting  and  im- 
portant charity  of  this  city?"  the  answer  unhesitatingly 
would  have  been  "The  Hospital."  Money  was  then 
being  most  freely  given  to  build  and  equip  with  every 
modern  appliance  those  great  institutions  which  have 
been  the  pride  of  New  York  and  there  was  no  lack  of 
volunteer  workers  to  aid  in  carrying  them  on.  Hospital 
visiting  was  at  its  height,  and  the  remark,  "Oh,  it's  my 
Hospital  day"  was  an  excuse  for  many  other  omissions. 
For  the  past  few  years,  however,  the  pendulum  has  been 
swinging  in  the  opposite  direction.  Just  now  it  seems 
much  easier  to  interest  the  public  in  questions  relating 
to  labor,  to  various  forms  of  social  service,  to  the  fran- 
chise, to  vacation  plans,  etc.,  than  in  work  for  the  main- 
tenance of  what,  in  its  broadest  sense,  is  really  the  bul- 
wark of  the  community.  I  would  therefore  beg  your 
most  earnest  consideration  of  this  vital  question. 

Let  me  remind  you  here  that  hospitality  and  hospital 
really  carry  the  same  meaning.  One  half  of  the  whole 
substance  of  religion  is  possessed,  we  are  told,  by  those, 
who  like  the  good  Samaritan  make  a  neighbor  of  every 
one  in  physical  suffering  and  distress,  and  give  of  their 
means  to  provide  for  them  hospital  care  and  attendance, 


even  if  necessary  in  the  nearest  Inn.  That  we  are  now 
free  from  many  of  those  most  fatal  diseases  which 
formerly  devastated  the  world,  is  due  to  the  watchftdness 
and  highly  trained  efficiency  of  the  modem  hospital  with 
its  accompanying  laboratories.  Few  people  realize  how 
literally  their  lives  may  depend  on  this  service  and  how 
much  they  owe  to  the  hospital,  even  if  they  may  never 
have  entered  one.  "The  ancient  city  was  protected  by 
the  great  castle  around  which  it  grew,  but  the  modem 
community  has  for  its  fortress  the  hospital,  and  for  its 
guards  the  soldiers  of  health  who  protect  and  preserve 
human  life.  The  support  of  the  hospital  means  not  only 
more  knowledge  about  the  cure  of  diseases  but  also  better 
ways  of  procuring  health,  and  from  the  hospital  doors 
have  been  opened  to  paths  of  philanthropy  and  of 
social  service  which  never  before  had  even  heen  entered." 

Let  me  beg  of  you  to  lay  aside  any  idea  that  we  are 
simply  calling  your  attention  again  to  the  same  old  story 
of  suffering  and  its  possible  relief,  but  let  us  awake  to 
the  stirring  fact  that  the  advance  in  medicine  and 
surgical  knowledge  for  the  past  few  years,  and  in  labor- 
atory discoveries,  often  at  the  sacrifice  of  life  itself  by 
the  discoverer,  have  brought  us  to  the  point  when  new 
avenues  of  healing  are  opening  before  us  in  every  direc- 
tion. Not  only  may  we  hope  that  through  them  the 
suffering  of  hundreds  of  little  patients  brought  each  year 
to  the  Babies'  Wards  may  be  alleviated,  but  that  through 
the  researches  made  in  our  Wards  the  great  burden  of 
suffering  throughout  the  world  may  be  lightened  and 
that  greatest  of  all  blessings,  health,  may  be  brought 
within  reach  of  countless  multitudes.  To  accomplish 
this  great  result,  however,  we  cannot  simply  rest  on  our 
oars,  as  it  were,  contented  with  trying  to  repeat  each 
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year  the  good  work  of  the  last  and  to  live  up  to  our 
previous  achievements. 

"We  cannot  tarry  here. 
We  must  march,  we  must  bear  the  brunt  of  battle 
Conquering,  holding,  daring,  venturing, 

As  we  go  the  unknown  ways 

Pioneers,  oh.  Pioneers." 

We  must  realize  that  we  are  not  pleading  for  the 
Babies'  Wards  alone,  and  that  valuable  as  the  work  may 
have  been  during  the  past  year,  of  which  we  can  give  you 
but  the  faintest  glimpse,  you  must  multiply  its  value  100 
fold  to  estimate  its  far-reaching  efforts  on  the  public 
at  large. 

It  is  but  a  few  years'  since  we  congratulated  ourselves 
that  in  a  single  year  nearly  1,000  children,  a  whole 
regiment  as  it  were,  had  been  treated  in  the  Babies' 
Wards  and  that  the  death  rate  had  actually  been  gotten 
down  to  20  per  cent.,  which  we  felt  was  really  a  marvel- 
ous showing.  Now  I  would  call  your  special  attention 
to  the  fact  that  last  year  1,701  children  were  cared  for, 
and  in  spite  of  a  large  number  of  most  severe  Typhoid 
cases,  the  death  rate  was  only  14  per  cent.  If  we  could 
trace  for  you  the  good  which  researches  made  in  con- 
nection with  but  a  tithe  of  these  cases,  has  already  ac- 
complished from  Maine  to  Honolulu,  from  Alaska  to  the 
Philippines,  the  story  though  a  fascinating  one  would 
indeed  be  endless.  So  we  give  but  a  half  dozen  of  our 
ward  cases,  from  the  note  book  of  our  faithful  head  nurse, 
only  reminding  you  that  pathetic  as  their  histories  seem 
to  us,  the  cure  accomplished  at  the  Babies'  Wards  is  only 
the  pebble  thrown  into  the  quiet  lake,  which  small  in 
itself  starts  those  ripples  which  will  open  out  in  ever 
widening  circles,  far,  far  beyond  what  our  eye  can  reach. 
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"Abram  W.,  four  years  old,  Russian  Jew,  father  a 
tailor,  earns  ten  dollars  a  week,  nine  other  children. 
Child  was  ill  at  home  four  weeks,  and  parents  were  told 
he  had  consumption  and  could  not  get  well.  The  little 
fellow  was  brought  to  the  Wards  much  emaciated,  with 
a  high  temperature.  The  doctor  did  not  think  he  could 
possibly  live  more  than  a  few  days.  On  examination 
it  was  found  the  child  had  two  large  abcesses,  which  were 
opened,  and  he  was  at  once  reheved  of  much  suffering. 
The  blood  was  examined  and  showed  the  existence  of 
Typhoid  fever.  Special  food  was  prepared  for  him,  and 
strenuous  nursing  carried  out,  though  all  felt  it  was 
hopeless.  Then  the  little  boy  began  to  improve,  each 
day  showed  a  change,  and  now,  after  seven  weeks  in  the 
Wards,  he  has  gained  eleven  and  a  half  pounds,  and  few 
would  recognize  him  as  the  tiny  skeleton  form  brought 
to  us  in  a  dying  condition. 

"Gladys,  five  months  old,  an  only  child  of  American 
parents.  The  baby  had  swallowed  an  open  safety  pin. 
She  appeared  all  right  for  a  day  or  two,  and  not  until 
her  temperature  went  up  to  105°  did  the  mother  realize 
anything  was  wrong  with  her  child.  She  then  brought 
her  to  the  Hospital,  and  an  X  Ray  picture  was  taken 
which  showed  the  safety-pin  in  the  esophagus  just  at  its 
entrance  into  the  stomach.  It  was  impossible  to  reach 
the  pin  and  bring  it  up  through  the  mouth  without  doing 
much  injury,  as  the  pin  was  open.  The  child  was  very 
sick  and  an  immediate  operation  was  necessary.  The 
stomach  was  opened,  an  instnmient  put  through  it  into 
the  esophagus,  the  pin  closed  and  successfully  removed. 
It  was  a  most  serious  operation  and  great  care  had  to  be 
given  to  the  baby  patient.  She  recovered  very  nicely, 
and  went  home  as  well  as  ever  to  most  grateful  parents. 
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"Tony  C,  a  little  Italian  boy,  father  day  laborer, 
earning  $6.00  a  week,  three  other  children.  While 
playing  in  the  street  near  our  hospital,  Tony  was  run 
over  by  an  automobile  and  was  brought  to  the  Wards 
by  a  policeman  who  thought  the  child  was  already  dead. 
On  examination  he  was  found  suffering  from  shock  with 
his  thigh  broken  in  two  places  and  the  bones  coming 
through  the  flesh.  He  was  terribly  bruised  and  bleeding 
from  several  wounds.  It  seemed  as  if  an  immediate 
amputation  was  the  only  way  of  saving  the  boy's  life, 
but  knowing  how  necessary  a  leg  is  to  a  poor  boy,  the 
doctors  decided  to  take  a  chance,  treat  the  child  and  at 
least  try  to  save  the  leg.  X  Ray  pictures  were  taken 
showing  the  bone  was  not  only  broken,  but  splintered. 
The  pain  was  dreadful  and  it  was  almost  impossible  to 
move  the  patient.  He  was  put  in  a  plaster  cast,  hoping 
the  bones  would  unite,  but  when  after  some  weeks  the 
cast  was  removed  and  further  X  Rays  taken  it  was  found 
that  the  bones  had  made  no  attempt  to  unite,  owing  to 
the  fever,  hemorrhage  and  run  down  condition.  He  was 
then  operated  on,  the  splintered  bones  removed  and 
numerous  abcesses  opened  and  drained.  The  child  has 
been  in  the  Wards  three  months  and  is  now  able  to  sit 
up  in  a  little  steamer  chair.  He  is  very  cheerful  and 
happy  and  his  general  condition  so  much  improved  that 
the  doctors  have  now  great  hopes  of  saving  the  leg. 
Even  though  it  may  be  somewhat  crippled,  it  will  be 
greatly  better  than  a  wooden  one. 

Frank  and  Thomas  L.,  both  with  bright  blue  eyes  and 
fair  hair,  were  little  two-year  old  Irish  twins.  The 
father  was  out  of  work,  the  mother  very  delicate,  three 
other  children.  Home,  a  very  poor,  dark  basement 
room.  The  twins  had  seemed  sickly,  getting  thin  with  a 
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"lump  in  their  sides."  The  mother  said 'she  covild  not 
afford  to  pay  for  a  doctor  and  one  of  the  neighbors  told 
her  to  bring  them  to  the  Babies'  Wards  as  she  had  had  a 
child  there  who  got  well  and  "didn't  want  to  come  home." 
We  found  the  twins  were  very  much  underfed  and  both 
had  Hernia.  They  were  operated  upon,  given  tonics  and 
good  nourishing  food  and  went  home  fat,  strong  and 
happy  after  several  weeks'  stay  with  us. 

Chira  T. ,  an  Italian  baby,  mother  a  widow,  fotir  other 
children,  the  eldest  a  girl  of  seven  years  in  Bellevue 
treated  for  conviilsions.  The  mother  does  work  for  a 
sweat  shop,  seldom  makes  over  $2.50  a  week.  The  baby 
was  brought  to  us  by  a  district  nurse  who  discovered  the 
child  with  high  fever  in  the  very  poor  home  of  two  rooms, 
one  dark,  and  with  no  food  or  fuel  then  in  their  house.  It 
was  found  that  she  had  pneumonia  with  severe  pains  in 
the  ear,  and  a  temperature  going  up  to  105°.  She  re- 
covered from  the  pneumonia  well,  but  the  ear  continued 
most  painful  and  the  doctors  felt  they  should  operate  for 
a  mastoiditis,  but  that  she  could  not  recover  from  such 
an  operation  in  her  weakened  condition,  and  advised 
sending  her  away  to  the  country.  She  was  taken  by  the 
Speedwell  Society  to  Morristown.  Though  she  remained 
there  but  a  short  time,  her  general  condition  was  so  im- 
proved that  she  was  brought  back  for  the  operation 
which  was  most  successful,  so  that  the  danger  of  deafness 
has  been  averted,  and  she  is  now  well  and  strong  enough 
to  go  to  her  home,  but  we  are  keeping  her  until  home 
conditions  can  be  altered.  Through  the  eflEorts  of  our 
Social  Service  Committee,  the  rent  of  the  rooms  is  being 
paid  for  the  parent,  and  efforts  are  made  to  help  the  poor 
little  worn  mother  who  already  looks  much  happier  than 
she  did  a  few  weeks  ago.  She  always  says,  "Much 
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lovely  place  for  my  baby,"  when  she  comes  to  the  Wards, 
"she  no  wants  to  go  home." 

During  the  past  year,  our  most  valuable  Social  Ser\'ice 
Committee  have  continued  their  liberal  gift  for  the  salary 
of  our  visiting  nurse,  and  has  also  given  through  her  most 
important  help  to  many  of  the  families  of  our  patients, 
changing  home  conditions  so  that  convalescents  might 
safely  be  sent  back  to  their  parents.  We  give  a  short 
extract  from  the  interesting  Annual  Report  of  Miss 
Lister,  our  visiting  nurse. 

"The;  total  number  of  visits  during  the  year  were  1,745. 
The  work  has  been  for  the  most  part  instructive.  Mothers 
have  been  taught  to  give  their  children  hygienic  care  and 
practical  demonstrations  given  of  the  same.  The  prepa- 
ration of  infant  feedings  has  been  supervised  in  many 
cases,  and  when  necessary  medical  or  surgical  treatment 
given.  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  cleanli- 
ness of  the  homes  when  untidy  and  unsanitary  conditions 
exist,  more  frequent  visits  have  been  made,  and  better 
housekeeping  urged.  The  frequent  cases  of  desertions 
of  families  by  the  fathers,  throwing  their  support  entirely 
on  a  mother,  are  deplorable.  Such  is  the  case  of  Mrs.  L., 
a  young  Italian  woman  left  with  the  care  of  three  small 
children.  Marie  five  years,  Louis  twenty  months,  and  a 
baby  of  two  months.  The  maximum  wages  the  mother 
can  earn  are  .$5.00  a  week  in  a  cigarette  factory.  Their 
three  roomed  home  is  very  bare,  having  furniture  con- 
sisting only  of  a  bed,  two  chairs,  a  stove  and  a  few 
dishes.  Relatives  living  in  the  same  tenement  take  care 
of  the  children,  while  the  mother  is  at  work.  Little 
Louis  is  now  at  the  Wards  recovering  from  a  severe 
attack  of  Bronchitis ;  owing  to  the  poorly  nourished  con- 
dition he  has  never  learned  to  walk.  Through  one  of 
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the  city  charities  an  effort  is  being  made  to  secure  some 
furniture  and  bed  clothing,  but  the  problem  of  how  to 
really  help  such  a  family  demands  much  study.  The 
encouraging  work  and  the  interest  shown  by  the  visiting 
nurse  do  much  to  dispel  the  old  and  inherent  distrust  of 
Hospitals,  and  that  the  nurses  are  no  longer  looked  upon 
with  suspicion  was  amusingly  shown  when  upon  entering 
a  house  and  beginning  the  ascent  to  the  top  floor,  a  little 
girl  ran  up  behind  exclaiming,  "Mamma  and  the  baby 
aint  home,  but  here's  the  key." 

We  would  not  close  without  mention  of  the  loss  which 
our  Auxiliary  has  recently  met  with  through  the  sudden 
death  of  one  of  its  members.  From  the  time  that  Mrs. 
Mackay  joined  our  Board,  she  showed  the  deepest  and 
most  practical  interest  in  the  little  ones.  It  was  entirely 
through  her  indefatigable  efforts  that  a  number  of 
churches  were  induced  to  start  the  Sunday  afternoon 
singing  in  the  Wards,  and  that  a  fine  piano  was  given  for 
its  aid.  It  is  most  earnestly  hoped  that  this  singing, 
which  has  given  the  very  greatest  pleasure  to  our  sick 
children,  may  be  continued  as  a  memorial  to  the  one 
who  started  it. 

We  desire  to  express  now  our  deep  regret  at  the  resig- 
nation which  will  take  effect  before  long  of  our  most 
faithful  and  valued  head  nurse.  Miss  Ding.  For  ten 
years,  during  which  more  than  12,000  children  have 
passed  under  her  supervision,  she  has  served  the  Wards 
with  a  conscientious  and  loving  devotion  to  the  interests 
of  the  little  patients  which  has  been  really  wonderful, 
and  the  attachment  of  every  child  who  has  been  in  the 
Hospital  to  the  "Lady  in  white"  has  been  most  touching. 
When  we  have  been  short  of  nurses,  the  children  have 
never  suffered,  for  she  has  done  the  work  of  three,  while 
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often,  after  a  most  arduous  day,  she  has  sat  up  half  of 
the  night  giving  personal  help  for  the  alleviation  of  the 
suffering  of  some  almost  hopeless  cases.  Such  service  is 
rare,  and  we  shall  feel  ourselves  fortunate  if  we  can  secure 
a  worthy  successor.  Long  continued  work  among  very 
sick  babies  is  most  wearing,  and  she  finds  that  a  complete 
change  and  rest  are  necessary  to  enable  her  later  on  to 
take  up  again  a  work  for  which  she  is  so  specially  fitted. 
Our  regrets  and  our  best  wshes  go  with  her. 

Our  warm  gratitude  is  due  to  the  Country  Home  for 
Convalescent  Babies  at  Sea  Cliff,  which  during  the  past 
season  gave  admirable  care  to  so  many  of  our  little  con- 
valescents. Also  to  the  Speedwell  Society  which  again 
took  over  40  of  our  tiniest  ones  too  young  and  often  in 
too  serious  a  condition  to  be  accepted  by  any  other  home. 
By  placing  them  out  in  families  at  Morristown  under  the 
supervision  of  a  trained  nurse,  many  young  lives  have 
been  saved.  The  help  given  by  the  Babies'  Wards  Guild 
by  the  Junior  Auxiliary,  and  by  the  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee, reports  of  which  follow,  has  been  really  inesti- 
mable. We  must  also  add  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  count- 
less Associations  and  individual  workers  in  New  York 
and  throughout  the  country,  whose  generous  efforts  have 
furnished  so  many  of  the  innumerable  articles  needed 
each  year  in  a  Babies'  Hospital,  while  back  of  all  these 
and  underlying  them  all,  deep  gratitude  is  due  to  the 
many  generous  friends  upon  whose  pecuniary  gifts  the 
very  existence  of  the  Wards  has  rested. 

The  vital  needs  of  the  Babies'  Wards  at  present  are 
1st.    More  supported  beds  by  the  gift  of  $200  annually, 
which  allows  the  privilege  of  naming  the  crib  and  having 
an  inscribed  shield  on  it  either  as  a  Memorial  or  other- 
wise.   The  Wards  have  been  so  full  many  times  during 
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the  past  year  that  every  bed  was  occupied  and  some 
"doubled  up."  The  support  of  several  of  the  cribs  has 
been  necessarily  given  up  recently,  and  we  are  most 
anxious  for  the  gift  of  six  new  ones.  Surely  there  are 
few  ways  in  which  $200  each  year  could  do  more  good 
than  in  alleviating  the  sufferings,  in  saving  the  lives  of  so 
many  little  ones. 

2nd.  An  increased  number  of  annual  subscriptions  and 
special  donations,  large  and  small.  On  these  depend  the 
salaries  of  our  head  nurse  and  assistant,  the  provision  of 
an  occasional  wet  nurse,  all  extra  help  at  the  times  when 
the  Wards  are  overcrowded,  and  the  supply  of  medical 
and  surgical  appliances  in  emergencies.  As  gifts  even 
of  very  small  sums  are  gratefully  received,  this  way  of 
helping  sick  children  is  within  reach  of  all. 

3rd.  Gifts  of  clothing,  new  and  old.  Over  4,000  gar- 
ments are  literally  used  up  each  year,  and  we  would  most 
earnestly  beg  that  sewing  classes,  schools,  societies  and 
individuals,  not  only  in  this  city  but  also  throughout 
the  country,  would  remember  this  most  pressing  need. 
Full  particulars  are  given  in  appendix  following.  Gifts 
of  toys,  especially  dolls  and  rattles,  of  fnoit  and  home- 
made jellies  are  greatly  needed,  as  well  as  the  personal 
help  of  those  willing  to  give  even  a  small  portion  of  their 
time.  An  especial  appeal  is  made  to  churches,  Sunday 
schools  and  individuals  to  give  an  hour  Sunday  afternoon 
to  the  singing  of  hymns,  lullabies,  etc.,  in  the  Wards. 
This  would  give  very  great  pleasure  to  the  little  ones. 
Any  willing  to  help  in  this  way  will  please  apply  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Ladies'  Committee  and  dates  will  be 
assigned  them. 

Subscriptions  and  donations  should  be  drawn  to  the

Avenue,  New  York  City,  who  has  charge  of  all  corre- 
spondence relating  to  supported  beds  and  who  will  at 
■once  return  a  letter  of  acknowledgement. 

We  would  not  neglect  to  bring  to  as  near  perfection  as 
possible  every  minute  detail  of  hospital  management, 
but  let  us  rouse  ourselves  once  more  to  the  vital  fact  that 
our  great  work  at  the  Babies'  Wards  should  be  the 
alleviation  of  suffering,  the  establishment  of  health  in 
the  very  broadest  sense.  While  we  must  strain  every 
resource  for  the  help  of  the  poorest  and  most  friendless 
tenement  house  baby,  we  must,  even  while  doing  this, 
look  far  beyond.  We  must  so  train  the  hundreds  of 
nurses  who  pass  through  our  Wards,  that  they  shall  leave 
the  Hospital  to  take  up  their  life  work,  sometimes  in  the 
most  remote  quarters  of  the  globe,  full  of  an  enthusiastic 
desire  to  lessen  the  suffering  of  the  whole  world,  and  with 
a  firm  feeling  that  the  word  failure  in  an  undertaken 
task  must  not  exist  for  them.  Further  yet,  the  medical 
and  surgical  work  done  in  the  Babies'  Wards  must  be  so 
fane,  that  every  one  of  the  physicians  who  come  in  scores 
to  study  the  treatment,  to  investigate  the  results  there, 
shall  leave  with  the  strongest  faith  that  the  day  is  coming 
nearer  and  nearer,  when  the  dictum  "hopeless"  shall 
never  be  pronounced. 

It  is  to  achieve  such  results  as  these  that  we  confidently 
appeal  to  you  for  help;  for  gifts  of  money,  of  thought, 
and  best  of  all,  of  yourselves.  It  has  been  lately  said  by 
an  English  Archbishop  that  the  vital  need  of  the  world 
at  present  is  the  need  of  vision — of  far-reaching  vision 
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in  our  daily  life.  "The  great  deeds  of  the  world  are 
accomplished  by  the  men  of  vision,  not  by  the  men  of 
fact.  What  we  stand  most  in  need  of  is  to  open  otir 
windows  and  let  in  the  breezes  from  the  mountains  of 
God's  high  purpose  and  see  the  broad  spaces  of  the  world 
to  which  He  calls  us  to  go  out  and  work  with  Him." 
Our  assigned  task  is  to  work  with  Him  for  the  children. 

"Beautiful  the  childrens'  faces 
Spite  of  all  that  mars  and  scars, 
To  our  inmost  hearts  appealing 
Calling  forth  love's  tenderest  feeling, 
Steeping  all  our  souls  with  tears. 

"Eloquent  the  childrens'  faces, 
Poverty's  lean  look  which  saith 
Save  us,  save  us,  woe  surrounds  us. 
Little  knowledge  soon  confounds  us 
Life  is  but  a  Hngering  death. 

"Send  us  back  to  weeping  mothers 
Angel  stamped  in  heart  and  brow. 
We  may  be  our  father's  teachers. 
We  may  be  the  mightiest  preachers, 
In  the  day  that  dawneth  now."

White  Flannel  Skirts,  made  with  cotton  waists. 
Muslin  Drawers,  all  for  children  from  one  to  six 
years  old.    Night  Gowns,  muslin  or  flannel. 

Flannel  Shirts,  for  children  from  ten  months  to  six 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  Crocheted  Bed  Slip- 
pers, pink  or  blue.  Handkerchiefs. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 
Hats  for  children  for  Roof  Garden. 

Pads,  27  by  36  inches,  of  unbleached  muslin,  with  inter- 
lining of  cotton  batting  firmly  quilted  in.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COM- 
MITTEE OF  THE  BABIES'  WARDS. 

Over  three  thousand  dollars  was  raised  last  January 
by  two  performances  of  tableaux  posed  by  Mr.  John  W. 
Alexander,  for  which  Mrs.  Orme  Wilson  very  kindly  lent 
her  house.  The  salary  of  Mrs.  Smith,  the  district  nurse, 
whose  resignation  we  note  with  regret,  was  paid  for  the 
year,  and  Miss  Lister,  Mrs.  Smith's  most  able  successor, 
has  been  given  a  special  fund  of  fifty  dollars  to  be  used 
for  food  and  clothing  for  children  who  have  been  sent 
home.  Three  beds  are  being  supported  by  the  Committe. 
At  Easter  the  Wards  were  decorated  with  plants  and 
flowers,  and  flowers  are  being  sent  once  a  week  this 
winter.  During  the  summer  twenty-five  drives  were 
given  through  individual  donations  of  the  members. 
Five  Thanksgiving  dinners  were  given  through  Miss 
Lister  to  very  needy  families  with  convalescent  children. 
At  Christmas,  the  usual  tree  with  candy  and  presents 
for  all  the  children  was  most  successful,  owing  to  the  hard 
work  of  Mrs.  Henry  L  Cobb,  Jr.,  Besides  the  toys  at 
Christmas,  one  dozen  dolls,  which  Miss  Clara  Richards 
very  kindly  dressed,  and  several  dozen  mechanical  and 
other  small  toys  have  been  provided.  Ice-cream  and 
cake  has  been  sent  on  various  holidays.  The  work  of 
the  Fresh  Air  Fund  has  been  continued  as  usual  during 
the  summer,  thirty  children  and  seven  mothers  having 
been  given  a  day  in  the  country.  Ward  visiting  has  been 
less  regular  than  usual  this  winter,  but  we  hope  now  that 
Christmas  is  over  that  more  members  will  take  an 
interest  in  this  branch  of  our  work.

THE  JUNIOR  AUXILIARY  COMMITTEE. 

1913. 

The  Report  of  the  work  of  the  Junior  AuxiUary  Com- 
mittee for  1913  reads  much  the  same  as  in  former  years. 
Two  beds  have  been  supported  in  the  Babies'  Wards; 
turkey,  cranberry  sauce,  fruits,  cakes  and  candies,  etc., 
were  sent  in  for  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners. 
Stockings  full  of  toys  hung  on  cribs  and  beds  on  Christ- 
mas morning,  and  wreaths  of  green  made  the  Wards  gay 
in  the  Holiday  time.  The  pantry  has  been  supplied 
with  small  articles  of  china  and  silverware,  and  the 
children  have  had  their  treat  of  ice-cream  twice  a  week 
all  through  the  year. 

The  House  Committee  has  sent  in  over  two  hundred 
glasses  of  jelly,  and  begs  for  more,  as  the  jelly  cup-board 
can  never  keep  the  many,  hungry  little  mouths  supplied. 
Home-made  jams  and  jellies  are  always  needed  and -so 
much  appreciated. 

The  Toy  Committee  has  kept  the  to}^  boxes  in  order, 
and  replenished  with  fresh  toys  as  far  as  possible,  but  the 
toy  cupboards,  as  well  as  the  jam  closets,  never  will  stay 
full.  Some  of  the  books  or  games  your  babies  are  tired 
of  would  bring  joy  to  our  sick  little  ones. 

The  Clothing  Committee  reports  the  receipt  of  one 
htmdred  new  garments  from  the  Needlework  Gxiild, 
through  one  of  the  members. 

The  necessary  funds  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mittee during  the  past  year  were  raised  by  individual 
subscription,  but  the  new  year  finds  us  with  a  depleted 
treasury,  and  our  endeavor  will  be  to  find  some  means  to 
raise  the  wherewithal  to  continue  the  work  which  we 
have  done  for  so  many  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BABIES'  WARDS  GUILD. 


The  work  of  the  Gviild  for  the  past  twelve  months  has 
gone  on  as  in  all  the  previous  years,  since  our  organization 
was  formed,  eleven  j^ears  ago.  We  have  had  pleasant 
and  well  attended  meetings,  in  the  Sunbeam  Playroom, 
on  the  third  Wednesday  morning  of  each  month,  and 
have  kept  the  Wards  supplied  with  all  the  bedlinen, 
draught  curtains,  comfortables,  towels,  etc.,  needed.  We 
have  also  supported  our  bed  in  the  Innocenti  Ward. 

The  demands  made  upon  our  treasury  last  year  were 
unusually  heavy,  and  we  started  our  work  this  fall  with 
so  small  a  balance  that  it  was  essential  to  raise  a  con- 
siderable sum  of  money  over  and  abov$  the  usual  receipts 
from  dues.  In  order  to  do  this  and  to  avoid  curtailing 
our  work  it  was  decided  to  give  a  The  Dansant  at  the 
Hotel  Gotham.  This  proved  very  successful  and  has 
put  us  in  a  position  to  continue  our  work  for  some  time.

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT  OF  THE  BABIES' 
WARDS. 


By  GODFREY  R.  PISEK,  M.D. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  our  city  have  so  many 
forces  been  intelligently  and  coherently  at  work  to  re- 
duce infant  mortality.  This  fact  will  be  apparent  to 
one  who  studies  the  situation  in  our  greater  city. 

A  federation  has  been  formed,  acting  with  the  Bureau 
of  Child  Hygiene  of  the  Health  Department,  which  has 
correlated  all  the  notable  existing  agencies,  so  that  now 
there  is  little  wasted  effort,  and  on  the  contrary  a  con- 
centration of  effort  making  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
baby.  In  this  movement  your  physicians  have  acted 
as  leaders,  or  taken  a  notable  part. 

How  does  this  concern  our  Babies'  Wards?  I  will 
attempt  to  show  wherein  it  does  affect  us  and  how 
vitally  it  does  so. 

For  some  years  a  campaign  of  education  has  been 
waged  among  the  poor  who  heretofore  have  been  able  to 
raise  through  the  first  year  only  one  baby  out  of  every 
three  born,  or  a  mortality  of  30%,  while  to-day  the  city 
loses  less  than  one  child  in  every  six.  The  year  1913  bids 
fair  to  see  the  Greater  City  with  a  mortality  below  100 
per  1,000  births.  In  other  words  this  great  cosmopolitan 
center  is  now  standing  out  as  an  example  in  this  respect 
to  other  municipalities. 

Exclusive  of  this  city,  the  Empire  State,  with  its  rural 
population,  has  a  higher  percentage  of  infants'  deaths 
than  the  city  of  New  York. 

The  Babies'  Wards  of  this  Hospital  have  taken  an 
active  part  in  this  beneficent  movement  for  the  conserv- 
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ing  of  babies'  lives.  Unlike  most  hospitals  your  Wards  do 
more  than  care  for  the  sick.  We  have  been  in  the  fore- 
front with  those  who  believe  that  all  hospitals  should  be 
educational  centers.  For  it  is  a  well-substantiated  fact 
that  no  patients  are  so  well  studied  and  so  well  treated 
as  those  who  are  used  in  teaching.  The  opportunity  to 
observe  the  symptoms,  nursing  and  treatment  of  sick 
babies  is  presented  to  the  \'isiting  doctors  who  come  from 
all  parts  of  the  country,  and  who  go  away  enlightened 
and  more  ready  to  cope  with  the  ills  of  early  life. 

The  babies  now  admitted  to  the  Wards  are,  as  a  nile, 
more  profoundly  ill  than  those  formerly  admitted.  This 
is  so  because  many  of  the  minor  ills  are  corrected  in  the 
homes  by  the  visiting  nurses  and  philanthropic  social 
agencies.  Thus  the  Wards  have  been  the  recipients  of 
babies  who  have  resisted  ordinary  home  care,  or  who  have 
baffled  the  skill  of  their  physicians.  In  other  words,  the 
Babies'  Wards  are  often  the  court  of  last  resort,  and  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  reassure  the  ladies  of  the  committee  that  your 
attending  staff  has  been  prepared,  and  that  it  has  lacked 
little,  thanks  to  your  efforts,  to  make  the  medical  and 
surgical  work  effective. 

In  former  years  the  hot  stuiamer  months  brought  us 
scores  of  babies  suffering  from  summer  complaint  in  its 
various  forms.  Now,  in  spite  of  equally  oppressive 
weather,  the  number  of  these  cases  is  much  less,  due  to 
the  improved  milk  supply  and  more  rational  treatment 
by  the  family  physician.  The  cases  that  are  admitted, 
however,  are  of  the  aggravated  type,  desperately  ill, 
and  distinctly  in  need  of  highly  skilled  nursing,  the  best 
hospital  appointments,  and  of  food  which  can  rarely  be 
prepared  except  in  a  well  equipped  diet  kitchen. 

It  has  lately  been  demonstrated  that  a  very  important 
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factor  in  summer  deaths  among  babies  is  due  to  prevail- 
ing high  temperature  and  humidity,  particularly  in- 
doors. In  the  tenements  this  is  often  higher  than  that 
of  the  street,  and  the  babies  die  of  heat  prostration.  A 
change  to  our  large,  cool  Wards,  with  their  many  windows 
high  above  the  street,  is  often  alone  a  life-saving  measure. 

This  past  summer  we  have  had  to  deal  with  an  epidemic, 
of  typhoid  fever.  We  were  in  the  center  of  the  district 
which  was  endangered  by  drinking  the  infected  loose 
grocery  milk  sold  by  one  dealer,  and  we  naturally  re- 
ceived many  of  the  victims.  If  there  is  any  one  disease 
which  particularly  requires  hospital  nursing,  it  is  typhoid 
fever.  We  soon  had  a  ward  full  of  these  little  sufferers, 
and  it  is  with  pride  that  we  report  good  results  achieved. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  the  constant,  untiring  vigilance 
of  our  head  nurse  and  her  assistants,  whom  she  instilled 
with  the  need  of  eternal  vigilance  and  attention,  so  im- 
portant in  the  treatment  of  this  disease. 

Our  Wards  are  also  imique  in  that  we  are  the  receivers 
of  obscure  and  complicated  cases  sent  in  by  physicians, 
many  of  whom  have  been  our  former  students.  Your 
attendants  must  ever  be  abreast  of  the  latest  discoveries 
in  medical  science,  since  they  are  not  only  physicians  but 
also  teachers.  They  must  have  the  resources  of  a  well 
equipped  laboratory  such  as  this  institution  now  possesses, 
and  they  must  possess  the  latest  scientific  apparatus  to 
work  with  if  they  are  to  make  advances  in  the  diseases 
of  children,  and  thus  increase  the  usefulness  of  these 
Wards  which  have  been  for  30  years  a  most  potent 
factor  in  the  amelioration  of  the  ills  from  which  babies 
suffer. 

Our  new  social  service  worker  has  been  of  incalculable 
benefit  to  the  service.    She  has  fulfilled  her  duties  with 
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rare  judgment,  and  therefore  increased  the  usefulness  of 
the  Wards  to  a  considerable  degree. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  there  has  been  a  closer 
connection  of  the  Wards  with  the  out-patient  depart- 
ment. That  this  bond  may  be  made  still  closer  is  the 
hope  of  the  writer  of  this  report. 

One  need  only  to  be  present  to  review  the  returning 
patients  from  the  Convalescent  Home  to  be  convinced 
of  its  usefulness.  Too  many  times  the  convalescent  is 
again  brought  to  the  Hospital  acutely  ill  because  the 
mother  could  not  be  persuaded  to  send  it  "to  the 
country"  to  get  strong  and  vigorous  before  returning 
to  the  debilitating  influences  of  its  tenement  home. 

Much  self-sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  various  commit- 
tees has  kept  these  Wards  at  their  present  state  of 
eflficiency;  that  this  has  been  worth  while  is  attested  to 
by  our  records.
